Claims 8, 12-14 and 22 were 
objected as being dependent upon a rejected base claim (see Office Action dated 10/4/2005, Page 5), and allowable claims along with 
subject matter from specification and in particualrly Fig. 1 of instant applciation was extensively discussed and limitations to be moved to 
Claim 1 to clearly distinct from prior art was discussed during the interview. Applicant has not incorporated any of the suggestions made 
by the Examiner during the interview. Applicant has not amended independent cliams to include same limitations from now cancelled 
Claims 12-14 and 22.
